Activity ot «. Mn»ician'» Brain. 


In the course of a lecture at a con- 


ference of musicians in Dublin, Ire- 
land, some interesting particulars and 
some astonishing statistics were given 
relatively to the amount of work ac- 
complished by tho brain and nerves in 
piano playing. A pianist, in view of 
the present state of pianoforte playing, 
has to cultivate the eye to see about 
1,500 signs in one minute, tho fingers 
to make about 2,000 movements and 
tho brain to receive and understand 
separately the 1,300 signs while it is- 
sues 2,000 orders. In playing Weber's 
"Moto Perpetuo" a pianist has to read 
4,541 notes in a little under four min- 
utes. This is about nineteen per sec- 
ond, 
but the eye can receive only about 


ten consecutive impressions per sec- 
ond, so that it is evident that in very 
rapid music a player does not see ev- 
ory note singly, but in groups, proba- 
bly a bar or more at one vision. In 
Chopin's "Etude in E Minor" (in the 
second set) the speed of reading is still 
greater, since it is necessary to read 
3,950 signs in two minutes and a half. 
which is equivalent to about twenty- 
six notes per second.— Scientific Amer- 
ican.

water before tender enough for serv- 
ing and cooled, close together, so that 
but little of the filling will filter 
through them. Then, if green colored 
asparagus has been selected, the dish 
will present the desired greenish ap- 
pearance. For the sauce add to each 
fourth a cup of butter, melted over hot 
water, and the juice of one lemon.—

JUDIC CHOLLET. 


A Very TJneful Contrlrnncc. 


What is known as a fomentation or 


a stupe is only a modified pomlticc. 
Like the latter, its chfcf use is for the 
purpose of securing warmth anil mois- 
ture. It is much simpler and cleaner, 
however, and easier of application. 
The simplest form art* fomentation is 
the employment of fl.-ainel wrung from 
hot water. To Insure? against burning 
one's hands s st'jne wringer will be 
appreciated by the nurse. It is easily 
made by taking a piece of coarse crnsh 
about twenty inches long and stitching 
a wide hem in each end, through each 
hem running a stout stick, upon which 
gather the material the same as on a 
drawing string. 
Lay this wringer in 


the basin containing the hot water. 
In the wringer lay a large piece of 
folded flannel. By twisting the sticks 
in opposite'directions the llannel may 
be wrung tightly and with uo danger 
of burning the hands. As fomentations 
cool much more rapidly than the regu- 
lation poultice—say in about fifteen 
minutes—the hot one must be over 
ready to replace the preceding one.—- 
Table Talk. 


Cherry Shortcake. 


Mix and sift twice two cupfnls of 


flour, one-fourth of n cupful of sugar, 
four level tenspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, a pinch of nutmeg and one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful of salt. Rub in one- 
third of a cupful of butter; add one 
egg well beaten and mixed with two- 
thirds of a cupfnl of sweet milk. Roll 
out on a floured pnstry board and bnke 
in a layer cake tin In a hot oven for 
twenty minutes.

Their visit will probably be in the 


nature of a tour ot inspection and 
they imay not grant any licenses here 
until after they have returned to Con- 
cord. 


This means that all the saloons in 


town will probably have to remain 
closed for the rest of this week, at 
least. 


It is thought that only 
a few li- 


censes will te granted here at first, 
as in Manchester. 


At their meeting on Tuesday even 


ing, the commissioners granted the 
licenses for the three breweries in 
this city and they were received by 
mail today. 


The commissioners will thoroughly 


investigate the conditions in this city 
and will visit or be told the location 
of all the saloons in Portsmouth. Ap- 
plications for licenses will be 
pre- 


sented to them and it is possible that 
a few will be given out. 
Theliquor dealers are anxiously a wait- 
ing the coming of the comtoissionera, 
for although the provisions of the 
new law would seem, to 
be clear 


enough, there appears to be a little 
doubt as to how it will work in some 
cases. 


Eleven licenses were granted in 


Manchester on Tuesday, but only one 
was issued in Concord. The last men- 
tioned was given to the Eagle hotel 
and this was the first license grant- 
ed in the state.
